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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Claims 6 and 17-25 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention and species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on September 29, 2005. The traversal is not found persuasive because the different 
classification would place a serious burden on the examiner. Further, the different species are 
patentably distinct. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 8-10, 13, 14, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Juncosa et al (4,729,385). Figures 2-4 disclose the electrode assembly structure 
including first and second electrodes with contact apertures radially spaced from a center axis. 
The leads, which are of different lengths, are considered to be the contact elements since no 
separate leads are being claimed. Dielectric spacers separate the electrodes. Element 24 is 
deemed to be a coupler portion. Applicant's attention is directed to column 3, lines 8-49. 

Claims 1-5, 8, 10-12, and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Maurer et al (5,667,615). Applicant's attention is directed to Figures 1-6. Maurer 
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et al disclose the electrode assembly structure including four electrodes with contact apertures 
radially spaced from a center axis. Figures 4-6 disclose the 90 degree offset of the apertures. The 
leads pass through the central aperture of each electrode. Dielectric spacers separate the 
electrodes. Cap 20 and sleeve 21 are deemed to be a coupler portion. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Maurer et al 
(5,667,615) in view of Garbe et al (3,800,800). The dielectric spacers of Maurer et al do not 
extend through the electrodes. Such a feature is disclosed by spacer 5 in Garbe et al. Given such 
a teaching, it would have been obvious to the skilled artisan to modify Maurer et al with such a 
feature to better secure the electrodes and spacers. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 15 is objected to because of the following informalities: top assembly should read 
tip assembly. Appropriate correction is required.
